After further discussion with respect to the offerings of Canadian 
art history at the undergraduate level, the following motion was 
proposed; 


(Sanderson, Krol) "move that Art History C444 be returned to the Art 
History section for review" 


Professor Parker noted that the art history section had already approved 
the inclusion of three courses in Arts in Canada and that retaining 

Art History C444 would prohibit the passing of the proposed changes to 
the Specialization, and majors in Art History. 


Students would be unable to take C444 because it is not now a part of the 
proposed revisions to the BFA Major in Art Education. 


Prof. Gross explained that part of his motion to adopt Part II of the 
curriculum document will be to table the BFA Specialization in Art 
Education, the Major in Art Education and the Major in Art History since 
none of the sections have been consulted.
